Energy is consu med in recy cling, 
and energy is the m ain sou rce of air 
and w ater pollu tion today , points ou t 
R. 
Stephen 
Berry , 
professor 
of 
chem istry at the Univ ersity of Chi­ 
cago. In term s of energy , he say s, 
greater sav ings might be obtained 
by ex tending the liv es of motor v ehi­ 
cles and throu gh less wastefu l way s 
of manu factu ring them. 
Berry com pared the amou nt of 
energy u sed to m anu factu re a car 
with that needed to recy cle it, based 
on present technology . 


He estim ates that the sav ings in 
energy consu mption from recy cling 
ju nk ed au tos at from zero to 20 per 
cent, bu t ex tending the liv es of au tos 
wou ld sav e u p to 50 or 6 0 per cent. 
“There is no reason to giv e u p re­ 
cy cling of other things, or ev ep of 
au tomobiles," he say s. “ Ev en small 
sav ings help bu t mu st be recognized 
as stopgap m easu res.” 
He warns, howev er, that ex tend­ 
ing au to life “ wou ld mean changing 
people's attitu des abou t au tomo­ 
biles.” 
Bu t people's attitu des are chang­ 
ing, abou t au tomobiles and ev ery ­ 
thing else. 
The basic q u estion is whether the 
au tomobile indu stry , and others, can 
change— whether an economic sy s­ 
tem whose great achiev em ents hav e 
been fu eled by continu ally ex pand­ 
ing consu mption and produ ction can 
adapt itself to some k ind of “steady - 
state” u niv erse withou t falling into 
innov ativ e stagnation and economic 
depression.

Wrong, we now' k now with ou r 
slip to No. 2 ex porter (West G er­ 
many now leads), into a deficit 
trading position and the retreat 
behind the new economics’ 10 per 
cent import charge while we figu re 
ou t how to try harder. 
And then there is the one abou t 
international trade being an ex ­ 
tremely high stak es gam e open only , 
or largely , to the IBMs. Boeings and 
similar indu strial giants. 
Wrong again. Three ou t of ev ery 
fiv e A m erican firm s c u rre ntly 
ex porting profitably , it tu rns ou t, 
are sm all concerns, bu sinesses 
employ ing fewer than 100. In term s 
of total dollar bu siness abroad, these 
smaller ex porters do not, of cou rse, 
similarly ov ershadow the v ery large 
operations with their mu ch greater 
v olu m es 
and 
re sou rc e s. 
Bu t 
earnings do add u p to a significant 
chu nk of ou r ov er-all ex port income 
and m ak e ex pansion of this segment 
of the ov erseas m ark et of prime 
im portance in efforts to rev erse the 
deficit trading trend. 
Many more — literally thou sands 
— of sm aller firms cou ld be ex ­ 
porting. They do not for a v ariety of 
reasons. They are u naware that a 
mark et abroad ex ists for them, or 
they do not k now how to go abou t 
entering it or they feel they lack the

resou rces to get inv olv ed in what 
they see as an ex pensiv e, com ­ 
plicated world m ark et. 


These also can be misconceptions 
and there is an organization wtiich is 
activ ely seek ing to dispel them.

Foreign Aid: rings within rings

When the United States Senate, 
with happy irresponsibility , wiped 
ou t the entire foreign aid program, it 
little realized w hat the r e pe r­ 
cu ssions wou ld be. For the senators, 
in their abandon, thou ght only of 
those cou ntries which hav e tak en 
American handou ts and then booted 
u s when it su ited their pleasu re. Bu t 
the foreign aid program has been 
integrated in the American economy 
to the point where its abru pt ter­ 
mination will hav e sad effects at 
home. And these sad effects can only 
be translated into what may be a 
sharp back lash among the v oters. 


Whether or not, in the long ru n, 
the termination of a wide foreign aid 
program will be healthy for the 
c ou ntry 
is 
som ething 
for 
the 
economists and other cry stal-ball 
gazers to tell u s. Bu t in immediate 
term s, the resu lt will be harsh. Ju st 
in Washington, some 3,300 officials 
and employ ees of the Agency for 
International Dev elopment will be 
dropped from the pay roll. Neither 
they , nor their families, will be 
disposed to v ote in the nex t election 
for those senators who added them 
to the u nemploy ment rolls. 


Bu t this is only a beginning— and 
a minor one at that. American in­ 
du stry has been deeply inv olv ed in 
Vr 


the program . A third of all steel 
ex ports were accou nted for in AID 
shipm ents to recipient nations. And 
the bill for fertilizers which AID 
distribu ted cam e to $100 million at 
the last cou nt. If foreign aid rem ains 
d ead , both steel and fertiliz er 
produ cers will be forced to start 
lay ing off work ers, in a v iciou s 
circle which will affect the entire 
Am erican economy by adding to 
u nemploy ment and redu cing pu r­ 
chasing power. 
Bu t other indu stries, already hit 
by the cu rrent stagflation, will feel 
the 
pinch. 
F or 
e x a m ple , 
In­ 
te rna tiona l H a rv e s te r rece iv ed 
orders for $2.9 
million 
between 
Janu ary and Ju ly of 19 71, C ater­ 
pillar Tractors for $9 .8 million, and 
Chry sler for $9 .5 million—ju st to 
nam e a few of the giants. Many 
other large and small American 
bu sinesses were also selling goods to 
AID for shipment ov erseas. The 
im pact of the Senate’s k arate chon 
will leav e them flou ndering. 
T heir 
W ashington 
re pre s e n­ 
tativ es, y ou m ay be su re, hav e 
already been on the phone with the 
senators from their states say ing, 
“ Look , y ou 're pu tting ou r people ou t 
of w ork and y ou ’re hitting u s where

Blacks butt wall 
in ‘72 primaries

WASHINGTON ( N E S ) - Black 
leaders may find it mu ch harder 
than they now imagine to m ak e a 
sizeable dent for black candidates in 
the 19 72 Democratic presidential 
primaries. 
They hav e been talk ing abou t 
pu tting together a block of perhaps 
400 delegates to gain lev erage they 
wou ld u se at the Miami Beach 
conv ention to affect the pa rty ’s 
choice 
of 
a 
v ic e-presid ential 
nominee, the shaping of the plat­ 
form, and of the cabinet if a Demo­ 
crat is elected. Black s want some 
ex ecu tiv e posts of high operational 
statu s. 
New York 's black Rep. Shirley 
Chisholm already has indicated she 
may enter the prim aries in Florida, 
W isconsin, North C arolina and 
California (and possibly others) in 
this delegate q u est. Other black s 
may v entu re into some prim aries as 
fav orite sons. 
Yet in the black commu nity itself 
there is sev ere sk epticism 
with 
respect 
to 
this 
proposed 
u n­ 
dertak ing. Say s one black appraiser 
from an eastern city : 
“ I think it will end in a fizzle. I 
don’t think Shirley or any others wrill 
get the money they need.” 
M rs. 
C hisholm ’s 
choice 
of 
prim aries, shou ld she become a 
formal candidate, is being weighed 
as pu zzling. 
In California’s Ju ne 6 test, for 
instance, it is winner-tak e-all for the 
candidate with the largest statewide 
plu rality . You cou ld not find a 
politician any where who believ es 
she cou ld get enou gh v otes to cap­ 
tu re that 27 1-delegate prize. 
In Wisconsin, 14 of the sta te ’s 6 7 
d eleg ate s go to the sta te w id e 
winner, and v irtu ally all the rest to 
the 
w inners 
in 
the 
se v e ra l 
congressional districts. Bu t Mrs. 
Chisolm is thou ght to hav e a chance 
only in the strongly black district 
em bracing sou th Milwau k ee, and 
ev en there a heav y Polish v ote 


wou ld lik ely to be a seriou s offset. 
With the concentration of black s in 
the Miami a r e a ’s 11th and 12th 
districts, which together will hav e 11 
delegates nex t y ear, the March 14 
F lorid a prim a ry is d eceptiv ely 
promising for Mrs. Chisholm. Those 
districts also inclu de the entire 
dominant white popu lation of the 
area, and her chances of winning 
either district 
mu st 
be 
deemed 
slender. Delegates are aw arded only 
to the district winners. 


The 
situ a tion 
is 
som ew hat 
brighter for her in North Carolina, 
one of two prim ary states where 
delegates will be aw arded on a 
statewide, proportional basis. The 
su bstantial clu ster of black v oters in 
the north-central tier of cities from 
Raleigh 
to 
Winston-Salem 
cou ld 
boost her prospects. 
Again, howev er, there is an off­ 
set . Only the top fou r candidates will 
be awarded any delegates, and no 
candidate who gets less than 15 per 
cent of the statewide v ote will get 
any — ev en if in third or fou rth place. 


Seasoned black politicians mak e 
another 
point 
re g a rd ing 
M rs. 
Chisholm or any other possible black 
bidder, su ch as Rep. John Cony ers of 
Michigan. In many states, with or 
withou t prim aries, k ey black figu res 
are enm eshed in established party 
organizations and might look coldly 
on ambitiou s intru ders. 
A hard look at the m ap su ggests 
black delegates in 19 72 are most 
lik ely to be chosen from areas w'here 
they wou ld hav e strong hope of being 
nam ed ev en withou t any preference 
prim ary effort by Mrs. Chisholm or 
others. These inclu de at least tw'o 
districts in New York , one or more in 
Illinois, Pennsy lv ania and Ohio, the 
sam e in nonprim ary Michigan. In 
19 6 8, Michigan, with a nine per cent 
black 
popu lation, 
pick ed 
a 
delegation that was 20 per cent 
black —highest proportion of any 
state.

Democratic politicians and party 
contribu tors who say priv ately that 
they 
fav or Sen. 
Henry 
(Scoop) 
Jack son for President almost in­ 
v ariably add that they also lik e Rep. 
Wilbu r Mills — and v ice v ersa. 
This inv olu ntary twinship stems 
from the ov erlapping of their basic 
national constitu encies. Both men 
appeal to the more conserv ativ e, 
traditional end of the Democratic 
Party spectru m , to the Sou therners, 
to bu sinessmen frightened by the 
anti-military and anti-establishment 
talk of the m ore liberal Democratic 
candidates. 
And it has resu lted in a degree of 
cordial cooperation between two 
riv al 
politicians seldom seen in 
P re sid e ntia l politics, w here the 
intense competition often tends to 
breed mu tu al enmity . 
Undou btedly 
the 
good-will 
is 
helped along semewhat by their

a pproac hes 
to 
the 
Presidential race. Sen. Jack son is 
going the conv entional prim ary rou te 
while Rep. Mills is play ing the game 
v ia the back stage rou te, aiming 
more for a role as conv ention power 
brok er or the Vice Presidency than 
for the White Hou se itself. 
T heir 
long -rang e 
goals 
a re 
mu tu ally ex clu siv e since only one 
can su cceed; they are too mu ch 
alik e to share the sam e Presidential 
tick et. There mu st come a point 
when one steps aside for the other. 
Bu t, at least for the short range, they 
seem 
to be 
more interested 
in 
c lu tiv ating each other than in 
gaining special adv antage. 
For instance, Rep. Mills may be 
the only Presidential aspirant in 
modern 
history 
actu ally 
to 
en­ 
cou rage a cam paign donation to an 
opponent — let alone ev en permit 
su ch a thing if he cou ld control it. 
Rep. Mills refu sed all offers of 
campaign contribu tions (believ e it 
or not) u ntil a month ago, when the 
D raft-M ills 
he a d q u a rte rs 
here 
opened with attendant ex penses. 
Prior to that, a Washington lobby ist 
who tried to contribu te to Rep. Mills 
was told to giv e his money to 
Jack son instead. 
In addition, the two men seem to 
share su pporters with little apparent 
difficu lty . Rep. A1 U llm an, of 
Oregon, is a case in point. As third- 


rank ing Democrat on the Way s and,K 
Means Committee, he is scarcely in •• 
a position to be for any one bu t 
C hairm an 
Mills. 
Bu t 
as

Congressman from Jack son’s neigh-"' 
boring state, he was also heav ily 
inclined toward the Senator. The 
A rk ansas 
la w m a k e r 
a ssu re d 
Ullman his du al loy alty was all ^ 
right. “ He’s my boy ,” he said of 
Jack son. And Jack son’s reaction 
was similar. 
Both candidates’ team s also go 
ou t of their way to describe the 
personal friendliness and feq u ent 
commu nication that ex ists between 
the tw'o men. Ev en if this aspect is 
largely imaginary , the v ery fact that 
both sides bother with the pretense 
is in itself remark able. 
By contrast, only gross ou tsiders 
do not k now that Sen. 
Edward 
Kennedy and May or John Lindsay , 
who also share ov erlapping con­ 
stitu encies, dislik e each other in­ 
tensely . Or that Sen. 
E d m u nd 
Mu sk ie has su ch a low regard for 
Sen. Jack son he has v ow'ed priv ately 
nev er to consider him as a possible 
Vice President. Or that Sen. George 
McGov ern and Sen. Hu bert Hu m­ 
phrey , once neighbors and cronies, 
scarcely speak any more. Or that 
Kennedy so distru sts Hu mphrey that 
he su spected — inaccu arately and 
withou t ju stification — Hu mphrey 
v oted against him last y ear for re- 
election as Senate Whip. 
One obv iou s ex am ple of what the 
Presidential pu rsu it can do to an 
otherwise warm relationship is the 
story of Senators Hu mphrey and 
Mu sk ie. The two were close friends 
before the 19 6 8 Presidential race; . 
their rapport was one of the reasons 
Hu mphrey pick ed Mu sk ie to be his 
Vice President. Bu t the nearer 19 72 
draw's, the more distant the two men 
become. Last spring, they agreed to-" 
meet priv ately for break fast or 
lu nch on a regu lar basis, perhaps 
ev ery 10 day s or so, so that thel”.

Marshall back to winning again

HUNTINGTON, W. V a - (NEA) - This is 
a hilly, heavily industrialized town. It makes 
the bumpers for the nation’s cars and, on its 
Ohio River barges, it exports much of the 
nation’s coal. It is a small valley city, popula­ 
tion 85,000, situated in the middle of the tri­ 
state area of Ohio, Kentucky and West 
Virginia. 


It has a lank-lean homogeneous popula­ 
tion. ancestors ot pioneers who pushed into 
the mountains frrom the tidelands. There is 
much poverty on the city’s outskirts. 
“ But they’re good people,” said local 
sports editor Ernie Salvatore. “ They’d take 
the shirt off their back and give you half of it. 
Despite the flattening-out effects of televi­ 
sion, they still retain local colloquialisms. A 
paper bag is still a “ poke.” “ Fish” is “ fresh,” 
“ bush” is “ Boosh,” “ beagles” are “ biggies.” 
Many still use the divine interjection, “ West 
By God Virginia.” 


And 
the community 
and 
M arshall 
University are closely knit. The plane crash 
last Nov. 14 that took the lives of 34 football 
players also killed many local gentry, from 
doctors to shopkeepers. 
“ That’s what made the tragedy so unique,” 
said Marshall athletic director Joe McMullen. 
“ It touched the entire community.” 


The town is filled with alumni, but even 
those who have never sat in on a single lecture 
call it “our university.” “ The townspeople,” 
continued McMullen, “ never say, ‘Those 
damned college kids.’ The college kids are 
their kids, literally and figuratively.” 
And so, of course, the whole town mourned 
the tragedy. 
“ It was awful for a long time,” recalls 
restaurant owner Lloyd Frankel. “ I went to 11 
wakes in a week. Three, four funerals a day.” 
The town now had to rise out of the ashes of 
that plane crash on the pine-tree moun­ 
tainside. Community leaders were gone. The 
football team had to rebuild from scratch. It 
had no football coach, no conference (the Mid- 
America Conference had dropped Marshall in 
1969 for recruiting violations) and barely a 
skeleton of a football team left. 


“ It was dark, very dark around campus 
then,” said senior Linda Lafon, “ but the 
attitude was never defeat. Never.” 
But some of the freshmen players were 
planning to forget about football entirely. 
Keith Karl, now a sophomore center, was one 
of them. One of his best friends was Ted 
Shoebridge, 
reocrd-breaking 
M arshall 
quarterback of last year’s team. Shoebridge 
and Karl, from neighboring towns in New 
Jersey, had been friendly opponents in high 
school.

He was home last Christmas and visited 
Shoebridge’s parents in Lyndhurst, N.J. He 
had never met them before. “ I walked into 
the house,” recalls Keith Karl, “ and Ted’s 
parents hugged me. They told me that Ted 
used to write home about me. And his dad 
said, and these were his exact words, ‘Go 
back and do it for Ted.’ It kinda broke me 
up.” 
The problem at first was to get a coach. No 
easy task. McMullen offered the job to Bob 
Phillips, an assistant coach at Penn State. He 
turned down the job. Sam Huff was in conten­ 
tion but then, in an apparent disagreement 
with McMullen, withdrew. Then Dick Best- 
wick, freshman coach at Georgia Tech was 
offered the job in the spring. He accepted, 
spent one day on campus, spoke with the 
team. Then at dinner that night Bestwick 
shocked McMullen. “ I’m backing out,” said 
Bestwick. “ My family doesn’t want to come.” 
“ It made you wonder,” said Keith Karl. 
“ Didn’t anybody want to come down and 
rebuild? It made us feel like we weren’t 
wanted.” 
Meanwhile, the townfolk were buying 
more 
season 
tickets 
than 
ever. 
Three 
thousand season tickets were sold; the best in 
the past was 1,500. 


The local Elks established a scholarship 
fund. 
In Cincinnati, John Repassy and Robert A. 
Harris Sr. have organized a Citizens’ Com­ 
mittee for Air Safety. Repassy and Harris had 
sons on the 197 0 Marshall team. Repassy, a 
licensed private pilot, said he helped establish 
the group “ so that our sons will not have died 
in vain.” 
John Norrell, from New York City, whose 
son “ Nutsy” was a player killed in the crash, 
raised $1,300 from strangers to buy pho­ 
tography equipment for the school, “ so that 
future Marshall players will enjoy game films 
the way my son did.” 
Carroll Rosenbloom, Baltim ore Colts 
owner, who once owned a dress manufactur­ 
ing plant in Huntington, sent $50,000. In 
December, Kansas City Chiefs players had 
pitched in $1,000 for the kids of the survivors 
so that, wrote Buck Buchanan. “ Christmas 
should not be so bleak.” 
And a 10-year-old boy in Michigan sent 
McMullen a letter: “ I am enclosing $1.80. I 
didn’t go to the movies last week. I want to 
help Marshall get a new football team .”

The Phoenix Suns scared the 
daylights out of the Milwaukee 
Bucks, but the National Basket­ 
ball Association champions pre­ 
vailed in a fierce struggle that 
seemed like a playoff game in 
March. 
“ Phoenix played a fantastic 
game, they really wanted this 
one,” said Milwaukee coach 
Larry Costello Tuesday night 
after the Bucks had pulled out 
a 118-113 victory after trailing 
by seven points at 97 -90 early in 
the last quarter. 
It took a 44-point perform­ 
ance by Kareem Jabbar and 
two key steals by Lucius Allen 
and Bob Dandridge in the last 
minute with the Bucks ahead 
115-113 for the NBA champions 
to win their 16th straight on 
their home court. The score 
was tied 14 times and the lead 
changed hands 10 times. 
The Golden State Warriors 
whipped Houston 115-99, Los 
Angeles downed Chicago 122-109 
and Buffalo defeated Portland 
109-100 in the other NBA games 
scheduled. 
“ The Suns hustled, hit the 
open man and had an awful lot 
of layups, particularly in the 
third quarter,” Costello com­ 
mented. 
As for Cotton Fitzsimmons, 
the Phoenix coach, he said, 
“ Jabbar takes all the fun out of 
coaching for me. Here we 
screen, we pick, we pass and 
all they have to do is throw it 
to the big safety valve and he 


drops it in.” 
“ When we were up 97 -90, 
“ Fitzsimmons continued. “ We 
let him get the ball too much. 
And when the pressure was on, 
our playmaking left something 
to be desired. The Bucks play 
with a little more confidence 
than the Suns when they’re be­ 
hind. I think that was the whole 
story.” 


A three-point play by Jabbar 
tied the score at 106-106 with 
4:10 left to piay and with 3:38 
on the clock a hook by Jabbar 
put the Bucks ahead for good 
at 108-106. Connie Hawkins was 
high for the suns with 28. 
Houston, led by Stu Lantz the 
gam e’s high scorer with 30 
points, opened a 15-point bulge 
in the first half before the War­ 
riors erupted after halftime. 
Cazzie Russell sparked the ral­ 
ly with 12 points in the third 
period. He finished with 23. 
The victory kept the Warriors 
on the heels of the first place 
Lakers in the Pacific Division. 
Jim McMillian led the Lakers 
over the Bulls with 28 points. 
Bob Love topped Chicago with 
25. 
Elmore Smith, Buffalo’s 7- 
foot rookie, was a major factor 
in Buffalo’s victory over Por­ 
tland.

Torres out-votes 
Starceli for MVP

ST. LOUIS (AP) - “ Over the 
years I think it’s gone to the 
right player,” said Joe Torre, 
who Tuesday climaxed an 11- 
season major league baseball 
career with his selection as the 
National League’s Most Valu­ 
able Player. 
But, Torre added, “ to win it 
so overwhelmingly is a sur­ 
prise. 
You 
definitely 
think 
about it; you know that the vot­ 
ing is done as soon as the sea­ 
son’s over. I had a feeling I’d 
get it.” 
The 6-foot-l, 200-pound Torre, 
only the third third baseman to 
win the award, also became the 
10th St. Louis Cardinal to snare 
an honor Stan Musial won three 
times. 
His margin over runnerup 
Willie Stargell of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates, the m ajors’ home run 
king, was 318-222 in balloting 
points by a committee of the 
Baseball Writers Association of 
America. 
Torre received 21 of the com­ 
mittee’s 24 first-place votes, 
Stargell polling the other three. 
Third place went to the Atlanta 
Braves’ inveterate Hank Aaron. 
“ What hurt Stargell in the 
voting, I think, was that it was 
tough to single out a player on 
Pittsburgh’s ball club,” the 31- 
year-old Torre said. 
“ I never considered this kind 
of year” said Torre, who batted 
.363 to lead the majors and had 
137 RBI, 230 hits and 352 total 
bases for other leading marks. 
“ There is more than one rea­ 
son for why it happened, I 
think, but the only thing I was 
conscious of that was different 
from any other year was con­ 
centration. 
“ I’ve never had this kind of 
concentration,” said Torre, who 
hit safely in 133 of 161 games in 
which he played. “ I think the 
reason is that I got away from 
catching. You don’t realize it 
until you get away from it that 
catching takes so much away.” 
An All-Star catcher while 
with the Atlanta Braves eight 
seasons, Torre called his 1969 
trade to the Cards while in­ 
volved in a salary dispute “ like 
being reborn.” 
“ Over in Atlanta they thought 
I was a home run hitter,” noted 
Torre, who in 1966 slugged 36 
home runs. “ I changed when I 
came over here. A good deal of 
it had to do with the ball 
park.” 
With the Cards, Torre has 
had RBI totals of 101 in 1969, 
100 in 1970 and the 137 of last 
season, a high total for the club 
since Johnny Mize equaled the 
figure in 1937. 


Another key to his upswing in 
batting, he said, was a water 
diet responsible for the loss of 
25 pounds in his playing weight 
during spring training in 1970. 
“ It made me quicker,” he said. 
After surging to a .325 batting 
mark in 197 0, Torre was re­ 
warded with a contract for the 
1971 season calling for an esti­ 
mated $115,000. 
“ I don’t think there’s going 
to be any trouble this year,” he 
said in regard to his 1972 pay. 
“ As far as a contract goes, it’s 
secondary to the ball club. 
When you get to be 31 and go­ 
ing on 32 time is beginning to 


run out and I’ve never played 
for a pennant winner. 
“ I felt that I could knock in 
110 runs with Lou Brock and 
Matty Alou batting in front of 
me,” said Torre, who produced 
21 
game-winning 
RBI 
and 
achieved a .566 percentage in 
driving across runners in scor­ 
ing position. 
“ With our club you don’t 
need a home run,” said Torre, 
whose 24 circuit clouts included 
only nine in Busch Stadium. 
“ To me it’s more difficult to hit 
a single with a man on second 
base than it is to hit a home 
run.”

NEW YORK (AP) - The Na­ 
tional Hockey League’s Board 
of Governors dropped the other 
shoe Tuesday, announcing im­ 
mediate expansion for the 1972- 
73 season by adding clubs in 
Atlanta and Long Island and 
swelling its membership to 16 
teams. 


In addition, the league, which 
had just six members only five 
years ago, said it would add 
two more teams for 197 4-75 and 
announced plans to increase its 
membership to 24 teams in 
North America before the dec­ 
ade is over. 


Complicating the picture is 
the emerging World Hockey As­ 
sociation, which has announced 
plans for a 10-team league to 
begin play next season. Mo­ 
ments 
after 
the 
NHL 
an­ 
nounced its newest expansion, 
Neil Shayne, owner of the 
WHA’s New York franchise, 


threatened antitrust suits, 
claiming that the addition of an 
NHL team to Long Island was 
done to block the WHA’s entry 
into New York. 
Shayne has already launched 
one suit against Nassau County, 
where the Long Island fran­ 
chise will be located. But Coun­ 
ty Executive Ralph Caso wasn’t 
worrying about suits Tuesday; 
he was too busy exclaiming his 
joy over the NHL’s move. 
“ I’m delighted by this ac­ 
tion,” Caso said. “ It solidifies 
the position 
I’ve taken 
all 
along—that the Coliseum would 
settle for nothing but the best. 
We’re going first class all the 
way. I believe the NHL is the 
prominent hockey league and I 
opted for it all along.” 
Caso said the Coliseum was 
prepared to offer playing dates 
to the WHA “ if they come up 
with a team and a going oper­ 
ation.” 


Under terms of the NHL an­ 
nouncement, Shayne’s group os­ 
tensibly would be eligible to bid 
for the Long Island franchise. 
But Clarence Campbell, presi­ 
dent of the NHL, said the only 
bidder so far was a group head­ 
ed by Roy Boe, owner of the 
New York Nets of the Ameri­ 
can Basketball Association. The 
Nets signed a five-year agree­ 
ment last week to play in the 
new Nassau County facility. 
Campbell said Boe’s group 
was not granted the franchise 
Tuesday because “a number of 
matters have not yet been con­ 
cluded with them. Terms of 
payment are one of the very 
important things still pending.” 
In Atlanta, Mayor Sam Mas- 
sell carried a hockey stick into 
a news conference to announce 
Atlanta’s NHL franchise. He 
said “ arena management”— 
meaning Tom Cousins, owner of 
the Atlanta Hawks of the Na­ 


tional Basketball Association 
and developer of the new At­ 
lanta Coliseum—had guaran­ 
teed the franchise cost and fu­ 
ture operations of the team, al­ 
though ownership remained un­ 
decided. 
The Atlanta and Long Island 
franchises were priced at $6 
million each—the same price 
charged to Vancouver and Buf­ 
falo, the last two members of 
the league, who were both 
added last year. 
In addition, the Long Island 
ownership will have to pay an 
indemnity to the New York 
club as compensation for mov­ 
ing into the Rangers’ territory. 
Tuesday’s expansion marks 
major league hockey’s first 
move into the South, and puts 
two teams in a single geograph­ 
ical area for the first time 
since 1941-42, when the New 
York Americans went out of 
business.

Lawmakers seek source of money for salary boosts 


SPRIN GFIELD, 111. (AP) 
While Illinois institutions of 
higher education already are 
well into their 1972-73 budget- 
making process, the Illinois 
General Assembly still is wres­ 
tling with fund transfers in the 
current year’s appropriations to 
come up with enough money 
for university salary increases. 
The proposed pay boosts, for 
instructional and civil service 
employes, would amount to 4.6 
per cent and would be paid ret­ 
roactively. Four bills contain­ 
ing the pay-hike money total 
$8.4 million. Some of the money 
also would be used for library 
services, contractual services 


and for creation of student 
jobs. 
The question of how the in­ 
creases should be paid placed 
the legislature in the grips of a 
partisan wrangle over past 
weeks, but most legislators say 
they now feel the matter is re­ 
solved. 
Democrats, who eventually 
were won over to the Republi­ 
can view, had originally wanted 
to appropriate up to $22 million 
in new funds to cover salary 
hikes. But Republicans insisted 
the money wasn’t available and 
pushed for pay hikes by trans­ 
ferring money within existing 
university appropriations. 


The GOP transfers cut into 
capital funds set aside for the 
schools. There will be a lag in 
construction and the money 
wouldn’t be used anyway, say 
Republicans. 
Faced with passing the GOP 
transfers for pay hikes or pas­ 
sing nothing at all, Democrats 
finally reduced their $22-million 
demand for new funds to $7 
million. But Republicans would 
support no new appropriations. 
“ This was just the only way 
we had to increase the salaries 
and be fiscally responsible,” 
said Sen. Thomas Merritt, R- 
Hoopeston, sponsor of a trans­ 
fer bill. 


“ The state Treasurer, Allan 
Dixon, a Democrat, is telling us 
himself that the state is head­ 
ing for a large deficit by the 
end of the year,” Merritt told a 
reporter. 


Demoirats, some Republicans 
feel, also are well aware of im­ 
pending monetary woes. They 
note that Democrats didn’t kill 
the 
GOP 
salary—increase 
measures in committee which 
they could have done. 
The Republican bills are: A 
$2.8-million fund transfer for 
Southern Illinois 
University, 
sponsored by Sen. John G. Gil­ 
bert, R-Carbondale; a $2.1-mil- 


lion transfer for the University 
of Illinois sponsored by Sen. 
Stanley B. Weaver, R-Urbana, 
and a $2.2-million transfer for 
the five institutions under the 
Board of Governor, sponsored 
by Merritt. 


The three Senate bills, total­ 
ing $7.1 million, were revived 
from the Democratic-dominated 
Senate Appropriations Com­ 
mittee last week after the 
Democrats’ own measures for 
$3 million plus $4 million in 
transfers died for lack of GOP 
support. 


By the end of last week, 
Democrats had capitulated in 


the partisan squabble and sup­ 
ported the Republican bills. All 
three Senate bills now are be­ 
fore the House. 
Another 
bill, 
which 
has 
passed the House and now 
awaits Senate action, would 
transfer $1.3 million for pay 
boosts at the three Board of 
Regent institutions from funds 
raised or to be raised from 
higher tuition. 


The Senate is expected to act 
on the House measure by Fri­ 
day. 


This bill, sponsored by Rep. 
Donald A. Henss, R-Moline, 
also was the subject of a Demo­ 


cratic attack when it was heard 
before the House Appropria­ 
tions Committee. 


At one point, Democrats in 
the House had managed to 
amend the Henss bill to give 
the $1.3 million back to stu­ 
dents who had paid the in­ 
creased tuition at the three 
Board of Regents institutions: 
Northern Illinois University, Il­ 
linois State and 
Sangamon 
State. 


Republicans managed to re­ 
verse the Democratic amend­ 
ment and return the bill to a 
simple transfer measure.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Mil- 
lions of individual taxpayers 
will find their take-home pay 
dropping in January despite in­ 
come tax cuts if a $16-billion 
tax-reduction bill approved by 
the Senate Finance Committee 
becomes law. 
In many cases a new with­ 
holding plan adopted by the 
panel will take away more than 
the tax cuts will yield, even 
though everyone will get some 
tax reduction. 
The withholding plan, recom ­ 
mended by the Treasury De­ 
partm ent,, is designed to elim i­ 
nate 
underwithholding 
for 
many individuals. 
The principal groups which 
now must pay when filing re­ 
turns are persons earning $15,- 


000 or more a year, working 
m arried couples and individ­ 
uals with two or more jobs. 
What the new schedule will 
mean is that a taxpayer now in 
the underwithholding category 
will not have to fork over a 
large sum when he files his re­ 
turn for that year.

withholding now totals at least 
$800 million a year. 
The House, in passing the tax 
bill, voted to put the new plan 
to correct this into effect in two 
steps—in 197 2 and 197 3. 
But the Senate committee de­ 
cided Monday, by a 7 -6 vote, to 
change to the new system in 
one step—to take effect in 197 2.
